Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority: 

The  staff  consisted  of:- 

(a)  One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer 
for  No. 8 Health  Area  of  Monmouthshire  County  Council, 

(b)  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.D.J.  Phillips,  M.E.,  M.R.S.I.* 

The  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  comprised  presentation  of 
monthly  reports  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  of  die  Council  and  attendance  at 
Council  Meeting^ ; furnishing  periodical  reports  to  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
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and  the  Ministry  of  Health;  taking  the  appropriata  measures  for  the  control 
and  proaa»tion  of  spread  of  Infoctious  Diseases;  and  advising  on  mattors  of 
Public  Health  gonerally. 

The  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Officer  comprised  housing  estate  maintenance, 
inspection  of  Foods  and  Shops,  and  duties  as  laid  down  in  the  Sanitary  Order, 1926. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946. 

Local  Health  Services  undor  part  111  are  provided  by  the  Monmouthshire  County 
Council, 

(a)  Olinios. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  hold  fortnightly  in  a local 
Church  Schoolroom.  A colleague  assists  the  local  health  visitor  at  this  Clinic. 
With  the  co-operation  of  the  Matron  and  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  another 
Matornityand  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened  in  the  Out  Patients  Department 
of  the  Lydia  Boynon  Maternity  Hospital  to  serve  the  Christchurch  Iron.  I-R  also 
is  held  forthightly  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  local  inhabitants,  Tho  Anto- 
Natal  Clinic  is  hold  fortnightly  at  Nowport. 

( b ) Domiciliary  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing. 

The  midwife  married  during  the  year  and  loft  Caorloon.  Her  work 
was  undertaken  by  the  district  nurse-midwife  who  was  already  working  in  tho  i 
Christchurch  part  of  the  area  as  woll  as  in  the  adjoining  district.  Good 
service  wa3  also  rendered  by  the  district  nurse  whoso  work  likewise  oxtonds  into 
a neighbouring  area. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service. 

Tho  headquarters  of  tho  County  Ambulance  Service  aro  situated  in  tho 

area. 

(d ) Domostic  Help  Service. 

This  is  adiministerod  as  part  of  the  No.  8 Area  of  the  Health  Services 
of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council.  Part-timo  domestic  helps  have  rendered 
good  sorvico  to  the  district  wherever  homo  conditions  have  given  rise  to  the 
need  for  their  assistance. 

(o)  Vaccination  and  immuniaation. 

These  were  carried  out  by  the  general  practitioners  as  woll  as  at  the 
Clinics.  35  were  immunised;  all  but  5 boing  undor  five  years  of  age.  During  the 
late  Summer  and  Autumn  no  immunisations  were  undertaken  at  tho  Clinics.  This  was 
bocauso  cases  of  acute  poliomyolitis  wore  occurring  in  various  parts  of  the  County, 
and  in  view  of  the  association  of  this  disease  with  various  inoculations  in 
certain  cases,  it  was  considered  to  bo  advisablo  to  postpone  tho  procedure  for  a 
for.  months .

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


Publlo  Cleaning, 

The  "S  & D"  Freighter  gave  useful  service  collecting  refuse  for  three  days 
every  week.  The  siting  of  the  pra-fabrieatad  bungalows  has  added  much  to  the  labour 
of  Collection,  There  are  50  bungalows  in  Caorloon  and  187  on  tho  Trobarth  Estata 
to  be  served  every  wook.  The  manufacturers ’mechanic  periodically  inspects  and  attends 
J|to  tho  Freighter,  A "Karrier"  vehicle  utilised  for  gonorcol  work  is  available  as 
rosorve  in  case  of  breakdown.  Transport  is  therefore  satisfactory. 

Smoke  Nuisances, 

There  was  no  complaint  of  this  nature. 

Schools , 

Tho  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  sorvico  have  proved  satisfactory  at 
the  two  local  Primary  Schhols  and  the  Monmouthshire  Training  College, 

Factories, 

Throe  light  engineering  works  commenced,  and  they  are  proving  most 
satisfactory  in  providing  work  in  the  district. 

Rivers  and  Streams, 

There  is  no  reduction  in  the  pollution  of  the  River  Usk  and  Avon  Llwyd 
prior  to  reaching  in  tho  Urban  Area, 

Water  Service, 

Tho  main  water  sorvico  has  proved  satisfactory,  except  at  tho  Lodge  Camp 
during  the  day  period  when  tho  elovation,  corrosion  of  tho  existing  pipes  and 
possible  leakages,  have  at  times  caused  some  shortage  of  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  sewerage  system  of  Caerleon  has  proved  satisfactory.  The  Village  and 
the  west  side  of  Christchurch  are  without  a saworago  scheme,  and  have  to  rely  on 
cesspools  and  primitive  methods  of  sanitation.  There  is  a scheme  in  view  for  these 
areas  under  consideration  by  the  Consulting  Engineers, 

Shops, 

Tho  shops  are  administered  under  the  Shops  Act,  1950, and  all  shopkeepers 
have  endeavoured  to  comply  with  the  new  roquiromahts. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools, 

Tho  Lido  is  well  maintained,  all  water  passing  through  a mechanical  filter 
and  being  efficiently  aerated  during  the  Summer  Swimming  Season, 

Rodent  Control. 

Tho  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pesirs  Act,  191-9,  (Repealing  the  Rats  and  Mice 
((Destruction))  Act,  1919)  came  into  force  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  as  far  as  is  practicable  that  their  District  is  kept  free 

from  Rats  and  Mice,  A part-time  Rodeni  Operator  has  been  engaged  by  tie  Council 

his  services  proving  satisfactory,  jsve ry  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  any  major  or 
minor  infestation,  and  the  Council  have  ppproved  that  all  dis-inf ostation  work 
carried  out  must  be  free  of  any  charges.  All  pre-waiting  and  baiting  is  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
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Cemetery 


Tho  chome  for  a now  Cemetery  under  consideration  by  tho  Council  has  boon 
approved  by  tho  Waists  Board  of  Haalth,  and  final  arrangements  made  for  th©  approval 
of  Tondars. 


Housing, 

Twenty  Traditional  typo  houses  wore  completed  during  tha  year, 
thoy  proved  satisfactory  and  an  assot  to  tha  District,  Fift&eight  non-traditional 
^Cornish  houses  are  in  course  of  construction  and  further  layout  plan  to  extend  tho 
Lodge  Site  is  in  preparation. 


Milk  Supply, 

One  sanplo  of  "accredited"  ipilk  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  gavo  a 
positivo  result  to  tha  animal  inoculation  tost  for  tuberculosis,  A notree-with 
which  he  compliod-was  served  on  tho  ‘occupier  of  tha  premises  whero  tho  milk 

was  produced  prohibiting  tho  sale  of  such  milk  for  human  consumption  unless  the  milk 
had  fist  of  all  been  subjected  to  efficient  heat  treatment.  The  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  informed  of  the  circumstances  and  the  Milk  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  was  notified  of  the  action  taken.  Later,  when  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  reported  that  tho  herd  concerned  was  froq  of  infection 
the  notico  was  withdrawn  and  the  Milk  Officer  was  again  informed. 


Clean  Food  Campaign, 

Byalawas, 

It  was  dooided  to  make  Byelaws  after  the  pattern  of  the  model  byelaws 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of 
food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  oonsunption,  and  in  connection  with  tho 
salo  or  exposure  for  sale  in  the  open  air  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption. 
Owing  to  somo  delay  in  tho  formalities  these  byelaws  did  not  ccrne  into  foce  during 
the  year.
